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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Harris et al (5,424,261), for reasons 
of record. 

3. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sugiura et al (5,165,983), for 
reasons of record. 

4. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 08157265, for 
reasons of record. 

5. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 5-229873, for 
reasons of record. 

6. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Enloe et al (4,920,640 and 
5,017,434), each taken alone, for reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

7. The declaration filed 1-14-08 is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims as 
set forth in the last Office action because: It is not clear if the declaration was filed 
under 37 CFR 1 .132 because it is listed as an amendment. The declaration should be 
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re-filed and clearly listed as a declaration filed under 37 CFR 1 .1 32. To advance the 
prosecution of this application the declaration will be addressed, however to be fully 
considered it should be refiled. 

The comparative example in the sworn paper is not considered to be 
representative of the teachings of the prior art references. None of the references 
applied in the rejections use a glassy carbon setter which is used in the comparative 
example of the sworn letter. Furthermore, Sugiura et al, the Japanese documents ('873 
and '265) and Enloe et al use BN materials, not unlike the instant invention. 

As to Sugiura et al having a warpage greater than that set forth in the claims, 
applicants have not shown that the bodies taught by Suguira et al at 850°C for 1 hour is 
greater than that claimed. Clearly heating at 1 700-1 800°C for 2 hours is not equivalent 
to heating to 850°C as required in the claims. 

Japanese document 5-229873 clearly teaches BN spacers or setters, see the 
abstract. Applicants argument that Table 1 in JP '873 teaches a warpage greater than 
that claimed because Table does not describe the warpage of the sintered article at 
850°C for one hour as required by the instant claims. 

With regard to Enloe et al ('640/434), applicants have not shown the AIN bodies 
of Enloe et al fail to posses the claimed properties. 

Double Patenting 

8. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
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Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

9. Claims 1 ,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 as claiming the same invention as 
that of claims 1 ,4,5 of prior U.S. Patent No. 1 1/907020. This is a double patenting 
rejection. This rejection was necessitated by applicants filing of a continuing application 
having duplicate claims.
